No  village  is  too  small,  no  home  too  remote,  no 
person  too  insignificant  to  not  have  a  part  in  the  progress  of  mankind.  Only  to 
the  extent  that  we  try  to  make  this  a  better  world  for  all  to  live  in  can  we  suc- 
ceed. There  is  no  magical  formula  but  in  united  effort  there  is,  under  God,  great 
strength. 

This  annual  serves  as  the  marker  for  this  milepost  where  we  now  are.  It  re- 
counts many  happenings  and  cherished  memories  of  the  past.  May  it  also 
point  us  toward  great  achievement  in  the  future — here  at  home  and  wherever 
destiny  shall  take  us.

A  quarter  of  a  century  of  service  to  the  State  Industrial  School  and  living 
in  old  Company  A  building  all  of  that  time  except  one  week,  is  a  record  for  which 
Mrs.  Sophie  McKay  ihay  well  be  proud — and  also  one  that  must  bring  back  mahy 
memories  to  her. 

Coming  to  the  school  for  the  first  time  on  August  14,  1927,  Mrs.  McKay 
will  mark  the  25  years  period  of  service  to  the  institution  during  the  coming 
month  of  August w    During  that  time  she  hat  served  under  six  superintendents, 
Mr*  Dorr,  Winter,  McCleary,  Horn,  Keyes  and  Wolhowe,  and  has  seen  many 
changes  take  place* 

Coming  to  the  United  States  from  her  native  Scotland  in  1911,  Mrsi 
McKay  lived  in  Oregon  for  a  time  before  meeting  and  marrying  Mr.  Alex  McKay  in 
1914.    Her  son  Rod  was  ten  years  of  age  when  they  first  came  to  the  State 
School* 

Her  first  work  here  was  House  Matron  for  the  second  floor  and  dormitories 
of  Company  A>  which  she  kept  for  about  7  years,  until  she  became  boys  cook,  as 
all  boys  at  that  time^  ate  in  the  central  dining  room.    One  of  the  duties  then 
was  baking  100  loaves  of  bread  each  day.    In  1940,  the  two  kitchens  were  combin- 
ed, with  two  cooks  supervising  the  preparing  of  meals  for  all  boys  and  officers* 
in  1948,  Mrs,  McKay  took  charge  of  the  dining  room  and  the  staff  serving  room. 

One  of  the  main  tasks  that  Mrs,  McKay  performed  each  year  in  connection 
with  her  other  work  Was  the  fall  canning,  with  thousands  of  gallons  of  garden 
stuff,  canned  and  stored  for  the  winters  use.    Since  going  into  the  sewing  room, 
recently,  Mrs.  McKay,  goes  back  into  the  kitchen  at  times  for  relief  work,

Mrs.  Denton,  Principal  of  our  school  for  the  past  nine  years  has  been 
truly  a  friend  and  advisor  of  the  boys.    Intensely  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  all  boys  with  whom  she  came  in  contact,  very  few  of  these  who  have  gone  to 
school  during  that  time  and  many  who  were  not  actually  enrolled  as  students 
have  told  her  their  problems,  many  have  found  the  answer  to  their  troubles. 
Strict  as  to  order  and  discipline,  the  writer  has  yet  to  hear  anyone  of  the 
hundreds  of  boys  who  have  been  under  her  supervision,  complain  that  they  had 
not  received  the  fairest  of  treatment,  or  that  their  case  had  not  been 
fully  understood. 

Each  graduating  class  has  chosen  Mrs.  Denton  as  their  sponsor,  which  in 
itself  is  a  compliment.    Her  drama  and  radio  clubs  have  in  past  years  put  on 
outstanding  productions  that  have  not  only  entertained  school  groups  but 
have  appeared  with  great  success  before  scores  of  down  town  organizations. 

Her  cheerleading  troop,  that  put  on  a  show  as  well  as  giving  the  basketball 
team  support,  won  two  fine  trophies  and  became  knovm  all  over  southeastern 
Montana,    One  tie  for  first  place  in  the  State  Legion  Oratorical  contest,  as 
well  as  a  second  place  win  in  the  same  contest,  were  other  high  lights 
that  came  from  her  dramatic  work  in  the  school. 

The  starting  as  well  as  the  development  of  the  present  graduating 
system  has  come  entirely  during  her  term  of  office,  and  our  school  is  now  a 
fully  accredited  high  school,  ranking  with  all  other  in  the  state  of  Montana. 
During  this  pioneer  period  when  the  high  school  accrediting  was  being  established 
the  "time"  element  was  a  forgotten  issue  and  most  nights  as  well  as  days  were 
spent  in  work,  for  the  cause  of  the  school  at  large.

Remodeling  v.'ork  on  the  old  kitchen  has  been  started  by 
Holzworth  Construction  Company  of  Miles  City,     All  stores 
have  been  moved  out  of  the  building  to  the  newly  located 
central  store  building  betvveen  the  old  carpenter  shop  and 
the  laundry.     A  modern  creamery  and  meat  house  v^/ill  be 
installed  in  spaces  formally  used  for  stora{^,e.     The  creamery 
will  have  a  receiving  vat,  pasteurizer,  separator,  cooler, 
and  a  deep  freeze  unit  large  enough  to  accoiiffiiodate  frozen 
vegetables  as  well  as  meats.     Baking  equipment  is  being 
relocated  so  as  to  be  more  accessible  and  provision  is  being 
made  for  a  large  scullery  with  a  view  to  adding  a  central 
dining  room,  later.     This  consolidation  of  the  entire  dietary 
area  will  effect  more  economical  and  sanitary?-  handling  of 
foods  and  they  also  can  be  served  in  greater  variety  and 
in  more  palatable  form. 

V/hile  construction  work  is  in  progress  the  old  carpenter 
shop  will  bo  used  as  kitchen  and  central  dining  room  for  boys 
and  employees.     The  carpenter  shop  has  been  m.oved  to  tJie  old 
auto  shop  v\/hich  novj  has  been  in  its  new  home  in  the  reiaodeled 
horse  barn  since  February, 


Ground  has  been  broken  for  the  New  Cottage  to  be  built 
South  of  and  facing  the  ball  diamond.

Installing  two  nev\;  McComick-Deering  milking  /qachines  was  the 
first  major  change  that  v;as  made  by  Mr.  Eaicman  vjhen  he  arrived  here 
as  head  of  the  Dairy  Department  on  the  date  of  June  IS,  1951?  this 
is  not  only  a  more  sanitary  method  of  caring  for  the  milk  but  gives 
the  boys  more  experience  in  using  mechanized  equipment,  V/hen  the 
thought  of  automatic  milkers  comes  to  mind,  one  thinks  that  makes 
an  easy  job,   out  to  the  contrary ,  it  is  hard  work,  if  done  right. 
After  the  cows  have  been  conditioned  to  th..-  proper  stimuli  it  takes 
fromx  three  to  four  minutes  tomilk  them.  This     fast  miilking  is  much 
more  complete  and  allov\Js  more  time  for  ^^oing'  other  dairy  chores. 
Later  two  more  milking  machines  were  installed. 

The  dairy  herd  has  increased  to  90  head  of  females  and  10  head- 
of  bulls.  It  is  hioped  that  by  next  year  60  cows  v;ill  be  milking, 
making  possible  butter  and  ice  cream  for  ever.yone. 

The  feed  is  weighed  for  each  cow  at  every  milking.  They  are  fed 
according  to  the  axuount  of  milk  they  are  giving, 

A  Babcock  tester  v;as  installed  during  the  winter  and  the  milk 
is  tested  monthly.  This  is  important  as  it  makes  it  possible  to 
tell  v;liether  an  animal  is  paying  for  her  feed  or  not* 

A  bull  barn  \';as  built  last  fall  to  house  the  dairy  bulls,  A 
very  strong  bull  pen  "was  oui].t  of  the  old  boiler  flues  that  had  been 
removed.  There  is  r.ow  no  wo..ry  of  the  bulls  breaking  out.  The  aged 
bull  was  sold  because  of  his  danger  to  bo3''S  and  employees  working 
around  him,  A  new  two  year  old  bull  was  obtained  from  the  Huntley 
Experifl^nt  St  t ion, 
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The  writer  of  the  above  article,  Bud  Eatman  is  a  veteran  oi*

The  farm  area  consists  of  approximately  400  irrigated  acres 
and  5  sections  of  dry  land  pasture. 

Thirty  acres  of  the  irrigated  land  isnow  our  garden  under 
the  supertision  of  Mr,  (Curley)  Mahler  who  is  doing  a  fine  j6b 
with  the  few  boys ■ assigned  to  him.  In  the  garden  we  have  eight 
acres  of  potatoes,  eight  acres  of  sv;eet  corn,  and  the  other  four- 
teen acres  are  planted  in  beets,  beans,  and  a  host  of  other  hor- 
ticultural crops.  Most  anytime  we  can  see  Mr,  Mahler  or  one  of 
his  boys  ver3^  proudly  driving  their  new  tractor,  which  has  been 
assigned  tothem  this  spring.  We  all  feel  certain  that  our  stor-' 
age  cellar  will  be  filled  from  one  end  to  the  other  when  fall 
arrives  4 

The  e-iuipment  for  th-j  remainder  of  the  farm  is  of  the  late- 
st type;  a  new  forage  harvester,  an  automatic  pick-up  baler,  3 
new  tractors,  and  4  new  trucks,  which  is  quite  an  asset  to  the 
operation  of  the  farm, 

V/e  have  seeded  100  acres  of  oats,   in  combination  vjith  a  pas- 
ture grass  whicii  in  time  to  come,  we  hope  to  have  sufficient  pas- 
ture to  carry  our  dairy  herd  and  beef  cattle.  There  are  approx- 
amately  120  acres  pl^inted  in  corn  to  be  harvest-.d  as  silage,  and 
100  acres  of  alfalfa  which  looks  very  promising  this  vear.  In 
time  to  come  we  hope  to  be  able  to  seed  more  small  gj-alns  such  as 
wheat  and  barley  v./hich  viill  be  used  to  help  maintain  our  feed 
supply  for  the  dairy  herd  and  poultry  department. 

The  poultry  department  is  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Hart, 
the  m.an  who  always  has  a  big  smile  on  his  face  and  a  cheery" 
Hello"  vvhenever  vve  meet  him  on  or  off  the  school  grounds. 

The  laying  flock  numbers  about  300  hens,  of  which  there  are 
about  225  Rhode  Island  Reds  and  500  Single  -comb  Le:r;;horns  this 
spring  from  our  lo...al  hatchery  and  we've  had  marvelous  results 
in  raising  them.*  Thanks  to  Mr.  Fiart  and  the  boys  in  the  poultry 
department. 

The  beef  herd,  which  we  figure  is  our  second  largest  enter- 
prise consists  of  54  breeding  Hereford  cows  and  50  yearling  steers 
and  heifers.  The  cows  will  be  pastured  on  our  dry  land  sections 
in  the  Pine  Kills,  vjhich  is  ideal  grazing  ground  and  at  present 
the  Soil  Conservation  Service  is  planning  to  build  a  reservoir 
in  the  hills  to  assure  an  adequate  vjater  supply  i'oj?  the  cattle. 

Some  of  the  yearling  heifers  will  be  used  as  replacements 
for  our  older  covjs  while  the  steers  will  be  fattened  and  event- 
ually V7e  will  enjoy  fine  steaks  from  these  ' 

This  spring  we  purchased  two  \'jell-bred  H^ereiord  breeding 
bulls  V'/hich  will  certainly  add  to  the  enjoyment  of  ^^'orking  with 
these  cbttle  and  give  us  a  v\/orthvjhile  goal  to  strive  for. 

Last  year  the  cattle  vjere  pastured  24  miles  north  of  Terry 
and  v^e  raised  a  very  nice  calf  crop,  however,  we  lost  four  calves 
shortly  after  weaning  due  to  Shipping  fever  and  pneumonia  v/hich 
was  rather  prevolent  last  fall, 

V/e  hope  in  time  to  come  that  our  school  v/ill  be  able  to  com- 
pete \-;ith  some  of  our  Agricultural  colleges  and  Experiment  Sta- 
tions in  raising  true  type  animals,   exceil  their  production  and 
increase  our  rate  of  gain  on  calves.

Erected  in  1895  '-'-nd  long  the  center  of  most  of  the  activ- 
ities eiround  the  State  School,  the  complete  destruction  by 
fire  of  old  Company  "A"  building  during  the  early  morning  hours 
of  April  22,   stands  out  as  probably  the  ma^or  event  and  dis- 
aster of  many  years. 

Although  less  than  20  boys  were  housed  in  the  old  land- 
inarR  at  the  time,  the  building  contained  the  main  dining  rooms 
and  kitchen  as  well  as  apartments  for  some  15  employees.  A  new 
apartment  on  the  first  floor  had  just  been  coinpleted  and  equip- 
ped, and  new  wiring  and  lighting-  system  had  just  been  finished 
to  make  it  a  more  costly  affair. 

The  fire  of  unknown  origin  was  discovered  around  midnight 
and  although  fire  fighting  oquipxTient  from  both  the  Miles  City 
and  Rural  departments,  both  battled  through-out  the  night,  all 
efforts  were  failures  and  most  of  the  tim^e  vrns  spent  in  saving 
other  buildings.  Most  all  the  equipment  in  the  building  v;as 
lost,  although  many  of  the  individuals  were  able  to  save  their 
personal  belongings.  The  building,  one  of  the  largest  on  the  • 
grounds,  also  contained  sewing  and  class  rooms,  dormitory , and 
recreation  rooms. 

At  present  there  is  no  Company  "A"  as  the   boys  have  been 
placed  in  the  other  companies.  Most  of  the  employees  have  also 
found  lodging  in  other  apartments  and  rooms  on  the  grounds, 

Tvjo  days  after  the  fire  the  v;alls  were  pulled  down  for  sa- 
fety and  now  the  ruins  are  all  that  is  left  of  a  building  that 
over  a  period  of  56  years,  housed  at  one  time  or  another,  the 
hundreds  of  boys  v\/ho  have  been  here  over  the  many  years.  All 
boys  except  the   smallest  ones  lived  there  at  some  time  during 


The  building  which  ivas  f ormerly  ,-the  maeic  building  is  now 
being  reconstructed  for  the  new  planned  detention  home. 

The  plan  underway  is  making  the  building  entirely  mod- 
ern with  bath  facilities  including  tvjo  showers,  a  new  fire 
escape  has  been  added  for  safety. 

The  living  Oj_uarters  will  consist  of  a  clothing  room 
on  the  ground  and  one  on  the  upper  floor,  an  observation 
room  for  the  night  Custodian,  a  supervisors  room,  one  large 
living  room  on  the  first  floor,  one  large  dormitory  on  sec- 
ond floor,  and  new  lighting  throughtout  the  building* 

Additional  rooms  are  being  built  adjoining  the  entrance 
and  Norhteast  corner  of  the  building.  Each  vjindov;  is  being 
equipped  with  a  heavey  gauge  security  screen,  Mhen  fully 
comipleted  this  cottage  will  comfortably  house  a  population 
of  15  to  20  boys,
